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MEMORANDUM.

Defendant pleaded guilty to attempted aggravated stalking, MCL 750.411i; MSA 28.643(9),
MCL 750.92; MSA 28.287, and was sentenced to three years probation, with the first year to be
served in the county jail. He gppeds as of right. We affirm. This case has been decided without oral
argument pursuant to MCR 7.214(E)(1)(b).

Defendant challenges the congtitutiondity of the staking statute on the ground thet it is void for
vagueness. The condtitutiondlity of this statute was recently upheld, however, by this Court in People v
White, 212 Mich App 298; 536 NW2d 876 (1995).

Affirmed.
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
